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The number of new patients (132) admitted to Cheyne 
was greater than in any previous year, and the average 
length of stay of each patient was consequently reduced 
from 28} weeks to:23 weeks. When: it is remembered 
that only six years ago the average stay was 53 weeks, 
it would appear that (excluding the ‘chronic’ type of 
case) the number of exceptionally ‘long-period’ cases 
is gradually decreasing—a reduction which may be 
attributed in part to the close medical supervision of 
children now exercised by Education and other Public 
Authorities, which forms so important a feature of the 
modern practice of preventive medicine. 


The surgical work was also rather less than in 1930— 
43 operations being performed as against 58, and there 
was consequently a slight decrease in the number of 
massage treatments, many of which were of a post- 
operative nature. 


The work of the Hospital has been somewhat ham- 
pered by intermittent outbreaks of infection during the 
year, cases of diphtheria, whooping-cough and measles 
haying occurred. ‘It is oftén dithcult to ascertain the 
exact source of these troublesome complaints, which 
however are of frequent occtirrence “am “Chitdrems 
Hospitals. The majority of the cases have been ora 
slight nature. 


Having regard to the fact that most of the ailments 
treated at the Hospital-are mot of 20 Wieceue wee. 
it has not been considered necessary to have a Resident 
Medical Officer. There are, however, occasions during 
the intervals between the visits of the Specialists, when 
the services of a medical man are considered to be 
necessary, and your Committee have accordingly sanc- 
tioned the appointment as Assistant Physician of Dr. 
R. H. Taylor Rea; of) Ghelsea;"who now visite oie 
Hospital daily.

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Death of Dr. J. Prime Bartlett. 


The Hospital has lost a very old friend and Medical 
adviser by the death, on November 3rd, of Dr. J. Prime 
Bartlett. He had been associated with Cheyne Hospital 
since its inception in 1875, and until his retirement in 
1929 he took an active interest in its work and welfare 
as a’ Visiting Physician and member of: the Commuttee 
of Management. Your Committee place on record their 
appreciation of the long and valuable services rendered 
by De. Bartlett tor over 50 years;)and:express their re- 
gret at the passing of one so closely associated with 
the foundation of the Hospital. A short memoir appears 
on page 18). 


The New Private Ward. 


The new Private Ward was opened on April 16th, and 
the Committee desire to draw special attention to the 
facilities offered. 


During the last few years many of the Hospitals in. 
London have recognized the need for providing beds 
for patients who, whilst not fimancially eligible for ad- 
mission and treatment as “free” patients or (as in the 
case of Cheyne Hospital) upon payment of a nominal 
charge of a few shillings a week, are quite unable to 
afford expensive Nursing Home fees; and it is in 
furtherance of this Hospital policy, and in response to 
the request of its own Medical Staff, that your Com- 
mittee are able to announce that a small, but complete, 
Private Ward unit of 4 beds is now available for boys 
and girls between 3 and 13 years of age, suffering from 
such ailments as rickets, rheumatoid arthritis, osteo- 
myelitis, certain forms of infantile paralysis, chorea, 
heart disease, and such other ailments as the Committee 
may determine. 


The Private Ward is a delightfully bright and sunny 
room, with a Southern aspect, overlooking the River 


Thames and the Embankment in Cheyne Walk. 


A weekly charge of from £3 3s. Od. to £5 5s. Od. is 
made by the Hospital, and the fee payable to the 
member of the Medical or Surgical Staff is subject to 
confirmation by the special Assessment Committee. 


The Committee will be pleased to consider applications 
for admission, which, in the first instance should pe

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Expenditure. 


Your Committee desire to draw special attention to the 
present unfavourable financial positicn of the Hospital, 
and to the fact that the deficit at the end of 1931 ex- 
ceeded £1,500. 


In addition to a diminution of income, for which the 
National financial position and increased taxation may be 
held to be partly responsible, the past twelve months 
have unfortunately been one of the most expensive 
periods in recent years, and the deficit can be directly 
ascribed to several large items of expenditure, which 
will not normally recur for some considerable time. 


Extensive repair and redecoration were found to be 
necessary to the whtole of the exterior of the Hospital, 
which had not been treated for some years. It was 
apparent in the course of the work that the original 
estimate of £462 would be considerably exceeded, as it 
was decided to remove several of the decorative brick- 
work courses, thus altering slightly the original ap- 
pearance of the facade. The cost of the work “was 
eventually nearly £700, but it is felt that this heavy 
expenditure has been justified, and that the exterior 
fabric of the Hospital is now in a thoroughly sound 
state of repair. 


Later in the year a Report was received that the 
Electric Wiring System, which had been in use for 
33 years, was very defective. Careful examination 
revealed that parts of the wiring were actually in a 
dangerous condition, and it became necessary for the 
larger part of the Hospital to be re-wired according to 
modern conditions. Your Committee are indebted to 
Mr. Douglas S$. Young for devoting much time and at- 
tention to the supervision of this important work. 


Other large items of expenditure included nearly £250 
for Annual Cleaning, upwards of £30 for the provision 
of new sinks in the Main Scullery, etc., and £21 for 
additional heating apparatus in the Operation Theatre. 


These disbursements are naturally reflected in the 
Financial Statistics, which show that the average 
weekly cost of each patient has risen from £2 3s. 3d. to 
£2 9s. 1d—an increase of 5s. 10d. per week. No less 
than 4s. 2d.—or over 71 per cent.—of this amount applies 
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to “Establishment, Renewals, and Repairs,” the figures 
for which section were more than double those of the 
previous year. 

It is reasonable to assume, however, that in the 
absence of further heavy expenditure, the average 
weekly cost will be considerably reduced in 1932. 


The average total cost per patient has been reduced 
from £61 ia 6d. to £56 14s. 10d., this decrease being 
due to the larger number of patients treated during the 
year. 


Income. 


The Committee of Management regret to announce 
that the Ordinary Income of the Hospital shewed a 
decrease of nearly £300 last year, the chief reductions 
being as follows :—

The Annual Subscribers’ list is still below £500, and 
present indications are that this amount will Be still 
further curtailed owing to the prevailing financial de- 
pression and increased taxation. 


Whilst the Committee are fully alive to the necessity 
of every possible economy at this difficult time, and 
have reluctantly postponed for the present more than 
one scheme which was contemplated for the improve- 
ment of the Hospital and its staff accommodation in the 
coming year, they earnestly appeal to its supporters not 
to curtail the contributions upon which the carrying 
out of its daily work most depends. 


New Subscribers are greatly needed, and an incr oneal 
number of regular gifts of even a few shillings each 
year would be a. valuable help and encouragement. to 
the Management in their efforts to raise over £8,000 
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which is required annually to enable the Hospital to 
carry on its work.

The Bishop of London (Dr. A. F. Winnington-Ingram) 
paid a special visit to the Hospital on Palm Sunday, 
when two of the children were confirmed by him. 
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The Rev. W. G. Arrowsmith, M.A., Rector of Chelsea, 
has been appointed to act as Chaplain to the Hospital. 


The wireless set at Cheyne Hospital has been re- 
conditioned and fitted with modern improvements. The 
cost of this work was kindly defrayed by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, who made special Grants of 
£63 for the purpose, and the wireless entertainments are 
much appreciated by the children and the staff. 


St. Nicholas Hospital. 


The work of the Branch Hospital near the Thanet 
Coast has been continued upon normal lines during the 
Past year. 


The number of new patients admitted has increased 
from. 33 to 45, and as in the case of Cheyne Hospital, 
there is a reduction in the average length of stay, 39 
weeks against 45 in 1930. -Sixteen patients from 
Cheyne were sent to St. Nicholas during the year. 


The average weekly cost of each patient shews a 
slight increase—fl lls. Od. compared with £1 10s. 3d., 
but the average total cost per patient has been reduced 
iroon-268 17s. 10d. to. £260; Lés. 6d. 


The New Ward. 


The building of the New Ward at St. Nicholas, to 
which reference was made in the last Annual Keport, 
has been completed during the year, and has considerably 
enhanced the value of the Hospital, and facilitated its 
work. 

There is now ample accommodation during the colder 
periods of the year for the treatment of patients for 
whom continuous residence in the open-air shelter is 
not always advisable. 


The New Ward, which adjoins the existing one, and 
can accommodate ten patients, is a brick-built structure 
about 34ft. by 25ft., complete with small kitchen, bath- 
room, etc., and gives access to a small terrace facing 
South, where Cots may be placed during the Summer 
months. 
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The cost of the new Ward, which has been well built 
by Messrs. Peall & Co., of Margate, was nearly £1,200, 
and as the expenditure of this amount is responsible 
for a large deficit upon the general funds, it is hoped 
that friends of St. Nicholas Hospital will make a sus- 
tained effort to meet at least part of the cost, by sub- 
scribing special donations and by inducing their friends 
to do lkewise. 


Garden Féte. 


After an interval of four years, an Old English Garden 
Fete was held at St. Nicholas, on July 2nd. Owing to 
a slight outbreak of infection it was not considered 
advisable to hold the event in the Hospital Garden, as 
is usually the case, and the Committee are indebted to 
Mrs. H. G. Yates for kindly lending the grounds of St. 
Nicholas Lodge for the occasion. 

The Fete, which was opened by Lady Frank, was a 
great success, the gross receipts exceeding £192, and the 
Committee take this opportunity of expressing very 
grateful thanks to all the many helpers who made this 
gratifying result possible. Special acknowledgment is 
offered to Mrs. Sidney Champion for organising a 
Bridge Tournament, and to Mrs. W. H. Walker who 
arranged a Whist Drive in connection with the Féte. 


A sale of Handcraft work, made by the patients in 
the Hospital School, was held on December Sth, ined 
followed the production of a little play “Cinderella” in 
which the children took part. 


Congratulations are extended to the 3rd Birchington 
(St. Nicholas Hospital) Girl Guides, who were successful 
in obtaining third place in the All-England Hospital 
Guide Competition. 

The Harvest Festival Service was held on October 
4th, and conducted by the Vicar, the Rev. E. Colles 
Robinson, M.A., to whom acknowledgment is also 
tendered for an offertory gift of £2 10s. 9d. from a 
service at the Parish Church. 


The Assessment of the Hospital has been raised 
during the past year, involving an additional annual ex- 
penditure of £3 4s. Od. The Committee would be 
grateful if a friend of the Hospital would kindly make 
a yearly gift of this amount to meet this extra burden, 
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The Committee of Management again express their 
erateful thanks to the Misses Laune, or Canterbury, tor 
the continuance of their co-operation and kindly interest 
in the work of St. Nicholas Hospital, which has been 
evidenced for so many years by the maintenance of the 
cor Nicholas’ and “St.. Paomas’ Cots py. tae Cot leagie 
and by the provision of nearly 400 garments for the 
patients by the Needlework Guild, a very valuable 
service which is greatly appreciated by the Matron.

Death of the Vice-Chairman—Sir Howard Frank. 


Your Committee much regret to record the sudden 
death, on January 10th, (1932), of Sir Howard Frank, 
Bart., the Vice-Chairman of the Hospital. 


Although he had been actively associated with the 
management of the Hospital for a comparatively short 
period, his wise counsel and kindly interest were much 
valued, and it is felt that the Hospital has lost a friend 
whom it will be difficult to replace. 


Only a few weeks previous to his death he had gene- 
rously authorised the insertion of a full-page appeal in 
“The Times” on Christmas Eve, asking for funds for the 
Hospital—an announcement which although appearing 
at a time of national financial anxiety, was widely read, 
and answered by gifts amounting to over £50, donations 
being received from places as far apart as Egypt and 
Spain. 

it if a remarkable tribute to the high regard and 
great esteem in which Sir Howard Frank was held by 
his many friends, that memorial gifts received by the 
Hospital instead of flowers amounted to £166 3s. 6d. 
and in accordance with the wish of Lady Frank, this 
amount has been allocated to the Children’s Entertain- 
ment Fund Account and invested, the interest received 
being used for the purpose of giving pleasure to the 
children.

JAMES PRIME BARTLETT, M.R.C-S. 
Physician to Cheyne Hospital, 18751929. 


Consulting Physician, 1929—1931. 


With the death of Dr. James Prime Bartlett the last of 
the Founders of Cheyne Hospital has passed away. 

The original Committee of 1875-6 consisted of Mr. and 
Mrs. Wickham Flower, Rev. Gerald Blunt, J. Prime Bartlett, 
Henry Kemp Welch, Hon. and Rev. F. E. Byng, A. B. Freeman 
Mitford, Major Cavendish Fitzroy, Arthur Flower and. Dr. 
Reginald Thompson; and Mr. Bartlett's association with the 
Hospital thus lasted for over 55 years. Those few of us who 
can look back to the distant seventies will recall amongst the 
cheery visions of Kensington and Chelsea, the smart young 
surgeon in the glossiest of silk hats driving his phaeton and 
spanking pair of bays upon his daily rounds of visits from 
Sydney Place and, as practice grew, from Onslow Gardens. 

For Bartlett became a much-sought doctor, and kept many 
of his earlier patients till the very end of his active professional 
career. For the treatment of children in particular he had 
special faculties and a lasting vogue; there was a mixture of 
brisk decision and cheery tenderness in his way with them that 
won their hearts; and in tlie Cheyne Wards he obviously en- 
joyed his work, and was looked for and welcomed accordingly, 
both by patients. and staff. 

In “The Little Hospital by the River,’ as Annie Thackeray 
had christened it, Dr. Bartlett took, and held to the very end, 
the paternal and affectionate interest of one who had watched 
and helped to guide its growth from those earliest days of the 
eight little cots at No. 46 Cheyne Walk, through half-a-century 
of steadfast work and development, till the painful moment of 
inevitable separation came at last, and he wrote “I was very 
touched . ».. . . «es, you and, 1 have many memories an 
common. Our little Hospital is very dear to us beth; and 
in spite of having to resign my post, it has made me very 
happy to be still connected with it.” 

Apart from professional abilities Dr. Bartlett had qualities 
of strong commonsense and quick insight, which sometimes 
lent great weight to his judgment and advice; but beyond and 
above there will long be remembered his deep affection for 
the Hospital to which he gave whole-heartedly such long and 
faithful service.

HEYNE HOSPITAL was established in 1875 for 

the reception of Children suffering from Chronic and 

[ncurable Disease, and who are on that account ineligible for 
or discharged from General Hospitals. 

In this respect it may be said that the work of Cheyne 
Hospital begins where that of the General Hospitals ceases, 
but so successful has this work become that the word 
“Tncurable’”? has been deleted from the title of the Hospital 
where it once appeared. 

Although many of the patients are beyond hope of ultimate 
recovery, it is found that medical skill and careful nursing, 
together with good food and ventilation, such as cannot be 
obtained in the homes of the poor, will always greatly alle- 
viate suffering ; while some cases can be successfully treated, 
which, requiring for their cure a longer time than can be 
spared to them in General Hospitals, receive here continuous 
care for an indefinite period. Over 84 per cent. of the 
patients treated have been discharged in a cured or 
relieved condition. 

NOTE. 

The Committee of the Cheyne Hospital desire to state that, owing 
to the special character of this Institution, it is not considered 
advisable to give “Letters of Recommendation” to those who 
kindly contribute. Such Letters are of little value, unless they carry 
a reasonable probability of early admission or relief; indeed they 
are useless, because they would appear to give a promise which 
could not be fulfilled, and would thus lead to disappointment 
and misunderstanding. As the main object of the Cheyne Hospital 
is to undertake the care and treatment of cases of deep-seated or 
incurable disease, which General Hospitals do not accept, and to 
keep them for lengthy periods, it will be obvious that changes are 
slow and vacancies fewer than in most Hospitals. The average 
length of Patients’ stay in the Hospital is usually about six months, 
while many of the children remain tor longer periods. Subscribers 
are invited to write in reference to any case in which they may 
be interested, to the Secretary, who will, should it appear prima 
facie eligible, forward a copy of Form of Medical Certificate, 
on return of which duly filled in, the Child’s name will be 
added to the list for examination and admission when vacancies 
arise, and in accordance with the privileges of Donors and Sub- 
scribers (see pp. 20-21). More than this cannot satisfactorily be 
promised, and the Committee feel it due to their many and gene- 
rous friends to make their position in this matter clear. 
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RULES FOR THE ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


\—Patients eligible for admission are those who/ have been 
rejected or discharged from a General Hospital, or/who can be 
showy to be unfit for treatment in such Hospitals 

2—Cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis, Epilepsy, ydrocephalus, 
Mental derangement or deliciency, all infectious ¢ ses, and Cripples 
not requiking Surgical Treatment, are not eligyble. 


3—Children are admitted between three and thirteen years of 
age, those kecommended by Governors and/ Subscribers taking 
precedence. \ Patients are not retained after the age of sixteen, 
except by spedial sanction.
